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Affirmative Action 
isbands In Protest. 


“No Good Faith”

Last Tuesday the University Af- 
firmative Action Committee took 
the unprecedented action of dis- 
solving itself to protest what it 
called lack of good faith 
demonstrated in the hiring of 
women and minorities by the Ad- 
ministration The committee 
condemned the administration's 
“absolute lack of response to 
recommendations.” 

On Wednesday the committee 
held a press conference to express 
its discontent in the following 
resolutions 

The resolution states that: 
“Whereas affirmative action does 
not enjoy the cooperation or sup- 
port of the administration; and 
whereas under these conditions 
formal functioning of the Af- 
firmative Action Committee 
provides a pretense of affirmative 
action without the reality; Be it 
resolved that; 1. the University Af- 
firmative Action Committee 
hereby declares itself disso!ved: 2 
the members of this Committee 
will continue to work for Af- 
firmative Action; and 3. the dis- 
solution of this committee is 
therefore a protest, not a 
surrender.” 

Dr. Ellen Smith, chair, then 
stated that “the committee believes 
strongly in the federal guidelines of 
affirmative action as it has been

promulgated by various legislators 
and we believe that this university 
is not at all in compliance with Af- 
firmative Action.” 

She backed up her claim by cit- 
ing two committee reports: one by 
the Monitoring Sub-Committee, 
chaired by Michael Dues, faculty 
senate representative, and the 
other on Affirmative Action Com- 
mittee recommendations to the 
President delivered by Ms. Smith. 

The sub-committee report cited 
the July 9, 1973, CSUS Bulletin, 
which showed that as of that date 
52 white persons had been newly 
hired to teach while only 24 non- 
whites had been hired. Further, of 
those hired, 50 were males and only 
26 females. 

According to the committee 
those figures appear contrary to 
the ideals of Affirmative Action. 
which entails an “effort to hire 
enough women and minority per- 
sons to rectify the long standing 
imbalance in our teaching staff in 
terms of representation of women 
and minority persons.” 

As a result of the available data 
and because the Affirmative Ac- 
tion Committee believed its duties 
include determining whether or not 
“improvements in the Affirmative 
Action Program might yield more 
effective recruitment of Af- 
firmative Action candidates for 
teaching positions and making 
recommendations which appeared 
appropriate in this regard,” the 
committee created a Sub-com- 
mittee on Monitoring to fulfill this 
task. 

The sub-committee arranged 
with Dr. Floyd Mullinix, then Vice 
President for Academic Affairs, to 
examine at random the official files 
on newly hired teaching personne! 

Twenty were examined 
with attention given to: (1) Af- 
firmative Action status of the can- 
didates involved in each file: (2) to 
claims of Affirmative Action ef- 
forts on the part of the hiring 
department which might be con- 
tained in the file. and (3) to 
documentation of such claims on 
the part of the hiring departments 
Specifically. the sub-committee 
sought to discover whether the 
university administration had 
definite assurance that Affirmative 
Action candidates were not 
available for positions before 
authorizing the hiring of a non-af- 
firmative action candidate. 

The sub-committee’s findings 
were 

(1.) Five of the 20 files 
concerned the hiring of persons 
wifo could properly be regarded as 
Affirmative Action Candidates 

(2.) Fifteen of the files 
concerned non-Affirmative Action 
candidates. 

(3.) Of the 15, only two files 
contained both claims of af- 


firmative action efforts and

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On Dec. 10, 1972 Kathy Barry 
began her job as Women’s Ad- 
vocate at CSUS. That was a!most 
two years after the Women’s Ad- 
vocate Committee, which came out 
of Women’s Caucus, began fight- 
ing for the position. Although the 
final decision was Dr. Hyink’s, it 
was not until after Dr. Bond had 
been president for about three 
months that Barry had been 
selected and the Women's Ad- 
vocates office became a reality. 

At its inception, the position 
was given a two-year commitment, 
and as of now, has not been ex- 
tended beyond June, 1974 


However, this lack of certainty 
regarding the continuation of the 
Position does not stop Barry and 
her assistant, Terry Taylor, in their 
efforts to combat sex dis- 
crimination on the campus. They 
are still “providing an access for 
change for women who are faced 
with sex discrimination, feel up 
against the wall about it, and have 
no means of fighting it.”

policies and procedures of the Per- 
sonnel Oftice have not been clear 
mand consistent. When she became 
aware that the Personne! Officer 
was planning a new staff manual, 
Barry volunteered readily to “as- 
asume the responsibility of writing 
the manual.” Although a member 
of the personne! staff was selected 
for the task, an advisory com- 
mittee, consisting of the Women’s 
Advocate and representatives from 
Staff Council, was formed by the 
Vice President for Administration 
to do a thorough review of all 
material developed for the manual 
The committee has already “been 
responsible for significant changes 
in format and inclusion of policies 
not previously documented.” 
Barry's position as convener of 
the President's Commission to 
Study the Status of Staff Women is 
vital because she is working to

make people aware of the problems 
of staff women. Since President 
Bond organized the Commission in 
order to improve these conditions. 
the group will make their 
recommendations to him following 
their investigations. 

In addition to her other ac- 
compiishments, Barry has also 
dealt successfully with problems 
which would normally be referred 
to an Affirmative Action Officer.

Finally, because of feedback 
from her workshops on rape, 
which she did with Midge Marino, 
a self-defense instructor, the 
Women’s Advocate made a report 
to the President on “The Physical 
Safety of Women on CAmpus.” 
Although she has yet to receive a 
response from Dr. Bond on the 16 
recommendations to improve con- 
ditions, “at least one policewoman 
has been hired by campus security, 
some shrubbery has been cut back, 
and alarms and locks in the 
residence halis have been 
changed.” 

Although she is unsure of her 
future as the Women's Advocate, 
Barry would still like to accomplish 
the incorporation of more effective 
procedures for resolving problems 
of sex discrimination, It seems that 
now, while she is accomplishing 
much for the women on this cam- 
pus, it is critical that her position be 
continued

- Solon Praises Parole Group

According to Assemblyman 
Walter Karabian, the true cause of 
Patriotism in this country Is not ex- 
hibited by “those who stand and 
wave the American flag but by 
those who have the guts to stand up 
and say that something is wrong 
with their society and go out and 
do something about it.” 

“You represent to me that kind 
of a person,” he told a luncheon 
gathering of the Association of 
Parole Educational Programs 
(APEP) last Tuesday. 

Karabian chairs the Assembly 
Select Committee on Prison 
Reform and Rehabilitation, and 
was the keynote speaker at the 
APEP’s officer's _ installation 
meeting, which was held at the 
Cosmopolitan Hotel in Sac- 
ramento. 

Also present at the luncheon 
was Assemblyman Richard 
Alatorre, member of the Assembly 
Select Committee on Prison 
Reform and Rehabilitation, who 
presented the newly-elected APEP 
president, Kenneth Mata, with a 
resolution recently passed by the 
State Assembly which 
acknowledged the goals and objec- 
tives of the association. 

The APEP encompasses 11 
campuses throughout the Califor- 
nia State University and College 
system. The group helps to provide 
educational opportunities to ex- 
offenders. 

The faculty director of the 
CSUS branch, which hosted the 
luncheon is Juan Hernandez 
Students involved in the program 
include Hank Castro, Assistant 
Director; Maria Castro, secretary: 
and Ishmael Hernandez. field 
director 

Karabian went on to say that“a 
lot of people consider it bad 
politics to be associated with 
anything that has to do with 
prisons, or parolees, or anything 
that has to do with the ad- 
ministration of justice at the back 
end.” 

But then he reminded his 
listeners of something John 
Kennedy had said — “The nght th- 
ing to do is often the right thing to 
do politically.” 


He leaned heavily on the 
Philosophy of Kennedy 
throughout his talk and explained 
this by saying that Kennedy had a 
profound influence on his entry 
into politics 

“If some historians come 
around in the next century and 
evaluate our society, 1973 Califor- 
nia,” Karabian said, “they wili ask 
questions about those who are 
paroled. They will ask questions 
about those who have been in the 
administration of justice, or who 
have been victimized in the ad- 
ministration of justice, or who have 
been fairly processed by the ad- 
ministration of justice. 

“And then they will ask the 
question, ‘What has society done 
for and with and about these 
people? and I submit to you that 
most societies will hang their heads 
before that judgment of the his- 
torians of the next generation, for 
they have done very little.” 


He continued saying that we all 
suffer from that “outmoded, out- 
dated concept that you cannot talk 
about the ugly problems. You can- 
not bring them to the surface. They 
are unpopular. They are dis- 
comforting and therefore don't 
talk about them and they will go 
away or at least they won't surface 
and be a reminder to us.” 

Almost triumphantly he then 
declared, “Weill, we're going to 
begin talking about those things.” 

Pointing to what else must be 
done he stated that you must get 
the other legislators to realize that 
“the problems in the prisons are 
society’s problems. The problems 
in the educational systems are 
society’s problems.” 

Unless this is done he asked how 
can you “expect that our children 
will live in a better society than we 
live in?” 

In summarizing he said that 
“for those who would sit back and 
be critics and offer no alternative, 
we have no time for them.” 

And in conclusion he told the 
APEP group.“I salute you, 1 
commend you, and | tell you I 
think you're going to make great 
progress together.”

In commenting on the report 
and the program itself, Dues said 
that “the affirmative action 
program failed in that this univer- 
sity is not in a position to defend 
itself on the question of good faith 
effort when it hired non-af- 
firmative action candidates.” 

Moving on to her own report, 
Ms. Smith stated that “Out of 18 
recommendations sent to the 
President, he gave no response to 
10, acted negatively on five, 
delayed response on one and acted 
positively on three minor 
recommendations.” 

She went on to say that 
“Among the recommendations 
that were ignored or rejected were 
ones that involved: (1.) assuring 
that part-time and temporary 
faculty were given opportunities to 
apply qualified — full-time 
positions; (2.) investigating two 
departments against which there 
were charges of racial and sexual 
discrimination: and (3.)_ es- 
ta blishing grievance procedures for 
part-time and temporary faculty.”
